This set has been unobtainable for several 
p and since it contains some of the best per- 
ormances and recordings that Mr. Biggs has made, 
its return is most welcome. Technichord is to be 
congratulated for making it available once more.

BACH: Concerto No. I in A minor for Violin & 
Orchestra. Roman Totenberg (violin) & Musi- 
craft Chamber Orchesira. Two 12" records (4 
sides) in Set MC-78; price complete with album 
$3.15. (Available in automatic sequence only). 

Mr. Totenberg gives a very musical and tonal- 
ly satisfying interpretation of this masterpiece. An 
older recording by Yehudi Menuhin with a Sym- 
phony Orchestra concticted by Georges Enesco 
[(G-DB2911/2) used a much larger orchestra than 
the present group of about seven instrumentalists. 
The present ¡ecording is excellent, although the 
accompanying harpsichord could have been a bit 
more distinct.

BARTOK: Memorial Album, Bela Bartok (piano). 
Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set VOX-625; price 
complete wilh album $5.25.

These records were taken from acetate tran- 
scriptions which were never intended for commercial 
release. However, since they constitute an historic 
document, Vox is to be congratulated for making 
them available to the general public. The com- 
poser announces each of the selections before he 
plays, since the records were originally taken 
rom a broadcast. In spite of the far from..ideal 
recording, the quality of the performance is ex- 
cellent and the vinylite pressings are quite good. 
Since little is available at the present time played 
by this composer, the new set is doubly welcome. 


BAX (SIR ARNOLD TREVOR) 


BAX: Morning Song (Maytime in Sussex). Har- 
riet Cohen (piano) with Orchestra conducted by 
Sir Malcolm Sargent. 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. C-DX1361; price $2.62. 

Sir Arnold Bax' Morning Song (subtitled "May- 
time in Sussex") is dedicated to Princess Elizabeth. 
lt is typical English "mood" music which has been 
recorded with realism by Harriet Cohen with an 
orchestra conducted by Sir Malcolm Sargent. Lim- 
ited quantities of this melodious piece are evail- 
able at the present time. 
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BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Concerto No. 2 in B flat major, Op. 
13, for Piano & Orchestra. William Kapell (pi- 
anc) & NBC Symphony Orchestra conducted b 
Vladimir Golschmann b sides) & BRAHMS: In- 
tormezzo in E major, Op. 116, No. 6. William 
Kapell (piano solo) (! side). Four 12" records 
in Set VM-I132}; price complete with album 
$5.10. 

Hard on the heels of the excellent new 
Schnabel recording of this work comes this flashy 
rendition by William Kapell and the NBC Sym- 
phony with Vladimir Golschmann conducting. Fast 
tempi permit the work to be placed on seven 
sides. On the last side there is a first recording of 
a lovely Brahms Intermezzo. 

Since Mr. Kapell is a brilliant technician, this 
concerto holds little peril for him. There are, how- 
ever, occasional slips. The spacious recording is 
very clear and brillisnt, with a good balance be- 
tween the orchestra and the soloist.

BELLINI: La Sonnambula — Ah! non credea mi-

The familiar aria “Ah! non credea mirarti" 
from Bellini's lovely opera "La Sonnambula" is 
expressively sung by Margherita Carosio. On the 
reverse side, the soprano sings an unfamiliar aria 
from the Ponchielli opera "Lina," which is a very 
flashy showpiece which is tossed off in admirable 
fashion by the ltalian soprano. The spacious re- 
cording is excellent, and the accompanying or- 
chestra sounds most realistic, especially in the 
light but expressivo accompaniment of Bellini. 
Quantities are limited at the present time.

BERNERS (LORD) 


BERNERS: Nicholas Nickleby — Incidental music 
from the film. Philharmonia Orchestra conducted 
by Ernest Irving. 12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. C-DX1362; price $2.62. 


The Philharmonia Orchestra under the direc- 
tion of Ernest Irving has recorded a group of se- 
lections from the forthcoming film, “Nicholas 
Nickleby", based on the Dickens novel. The sec- 
tions included on this record are entitled as follows: 
Nicholas and Madeline; Kate at the Mantalines; 
Ralph Nickleby; Miss Li Creevy; Kate and Frank; 
Mr. Squeers; The Cheeryble Brothers; Death of 
Smike; Mr. Crumbles; The Hampton Inn; The Wed- 
ding. These selections are most attractive and have 
received an invigorating performance from the 
orchestra. The recording is up to the usual high 
English standards.

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BIZET (GEORGES) 

BIZET: Carmen — Habanera & GIORDANO: Cre- 
puscolo triste. Gianna Pederzini (mezzo-soprano 
in Italian) & Orchestra conducted by Dino 
Oliviero. 10" imported record (2 sides), No. 
G-DA5385; price $2.00. 

Gianna Pederzini, who possesses one of the 
outstanding mezzo-soprano voices in ltaly today, 
sings the familiar "Habanera" from "Carmen" us- 
ing an ltalian text. The result is quite effective, 
for Mme. Pederzini's voice is excellent for the role. 
The choral sections are omitted. On the reverse 
side, the singer performs Umberto Giordano's 
song "Crepuscolo triste" which she had recorded 
many years ago. That earlier record has not been 
available for some time. The new recording, 
pressed in Italy, uses bells, organ and harp in the 
accompaniment. The recording in both selections 
is spacious and resonant. Quantities are limited.

BOITO (ARRIGO) 

BOITO: Mefistofele — Dai campi, dai prati & 
Giunto sul passo estremo. Giovanni Malipiero 
(tenor in Italian) & Symphony Orchestra con- 
ducted by Umberto Berrettoni. 10" imported 
record (2 sides), No. G-DA5382; price $2.00. 

Two arias from Boito's masterpiece are inter- 
preted by Giovanni Malipiero, who is best re- 
membered as the Edgardo in the complete Par- 
lophone recording of "Lucia di Lammermoor." His 
light voice may be heard to advantage in this 
well-recorded disc. An earlier version of the "Giun- 
to sul passo estremo" which includes part of the re- 
citative is also available (on P-DPX29). No other 
recordings of these arias are available. The Italian 
pressing is of quite good quality, whereas the 
recording is excellent. 

BOITO: Mefistofele — Spunta l'aurora pallida & 
VERDI: La Traviata — Addio del passato. Augus- 
ta Oltrabella (soprano in Italian) & La Scala 
Orchestra conducted by Franco Capuana. 10" 
imported record (2 sides), No. G-DA5351; 
price $2.00. 

This recording of Marguerite's Death from 
"Mefistofele" omits the brief parts for Faust and 
Mefistofele as well as the choral sections. Mme. 
Oltrabella does some thrilling vocalizing in this 
record. Although the voice is not always under 
complete control, the result is satisfying nonethe- 
less. This is the only isolated recording of this 
music available at present. The aria from "La Tra- 
viata" on the reverse side is also well sung, but the 
recitative is omitted. The recording is quite good. 
Quantities are limited at present. 
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BRAHMS (JOHANNES) 


BRAHMS: Sonata No. 3 in D minor, Op. 108, for 
Violin & Piano. Yehudi & Hepzibah Menuhin 
(violin & piano). Three 12" imported records 
(6 sides), Nos. G-DB6441/3; price $7.86, (Avail- 
able at present in manual sequence only). 

Brahms' Violin Sonata No. 3 is one of the most 
effective of the three. Of the several performances 
which have been recorded, only the Szigeti-Petri 
version is still listed. An earlier recording by the 

Menuhins (on French HMV) is not available at 

present. The newer rocording surpasses all earlier 

versions since it is excellent in every way. The 
pianist carries off the honors. At present only the 
manual sets are available. 


CATALAN! (ALFREDO) 

CATALANI: La Wally — T'amo ben mio! & VERDI:

The popular Italian baritone, Gino Bechi, sings 

a familiar Verdi aria as well as an unfamiliar aria 

from a seldom-performed work by Catalani. The 

realistic recording and idiomatic performance 
combine to make this a most welcome record. 

The voice is most unusual and deserves to be 

heard in our lyric theatres.- 


CHOPIN (FRANCOIS-FREDERIC) 

CHOPIN: Sonata No. 3 in B minor, Op. 58. Dinu 
Lipatti (piano). Three 12" imported records (6 
sides), Nos. C-LX994/6; price $7.86. (Automatic 
coupling: C-LX8560/2) 

For a long time there has been need for a 
new recording of Chopin's Sonata No.3. Alexander 
Brailowsky's version (in VM548}, out of stock as 
we go to press) has been the only version avail- 
able for several years. Now we have a thrilling 
performance by the Romanian pianist, Dinu Li- 
patti, who has been giving sensational recitals 
in Europe, There is no doubt but that this new 
performance is the best recording of this sonata. 
Indeed, it is one of the best piano recordings 
ever made from a technical point of view. There 
have been few more auspicious recording debuts 
than the present one. 


CILEA (FRANCESCO) 

CILEA: L'Arlesiana — Come due tizzi accesi. Tito 
Gobbi (baritone in Italien) & Symphony Or- 
chestra conducted by Umberto Berrettoni. VER- 
Di: Simon Boccanegra — ll lacerato spirito, 
Augusto Beuf (bass in Italian) & La Scala Or- 
chestra conducted by Umberto Berrettoni. 12" 
imported record (2 sides), No. G-DB5400; price 
$2.62. 


Two Malian singers are presented in this well. 
recorded disc. The unfamiliar Cilea aria presents 


the popular young Tito Gobbi, who has appeared 


in several Italian movies. His light baritone voice 
is very well recorded. On the reverse side, Augusto 
Beuf presents the familiar "Il lacerato spirito" 
minus the brief choral sections. Here also is one 
of the new operatic voices of ltaly, who has re- 
ceived good recording. 
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DEBUSSY (CLAUDE) 

DEBUSSY: Sonata No. 3 for Violin & Piano (3 
sides) & RAVEL: Berceuse (! side) Zino Fran- 
cescatti (violin) & Robert Casadesus (piano). 
Two 12" records in Set CMX-280; price com- 
plete with album $3.35. (Automatic sequence 
only) 


There have been numerous recordings of De- 
bussy's last composition, the Violin Sonata, which 
was composed in 1916/17, while the composer was 
an invalid. The notable Szigeti-Foldes performance 

CX-242]) and the Elman-Mittman rendition 
VDM-938) are the only versions still listed in 
current catalogues. The new version is a beau- 
tiful performance which has been recorded with 
reat delicacy. There is more of the "French" 
feeling in this version than in earlier recordings. 

The finesse and rarified beauty usually asso- 
ciated with Debussy are present in this work, but 
they are transformed to a remarkable degree. The 
complete maturity of the composer speaks in 
every phrase. The three movements are played 
with great understanding by these two French 
musicians. The recording is one of the best of 
the recent Columbia issues. 


On the last side there is a fine performance 
of Ravel's lovely Berceuse. 


DONIZETTI (GAETANO) 

DONIZETTI: Don Pasquale — Quel guardo il cava- 
liere & MASCAGNI: Lodoletta — Flammen, per- 
donamil Toti Dal Monte (soprano in Italian) & 
La Scala Orchestra conducted by Umberto 
Berrettoni. 12'' imported record (2 sides), No. 
G-DB5396; price $2.62.

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Two war-time recordings by Toti Dal Monte 
show her voice to be comparatively unimpaired 
by the passage of time. She is particularly ef- 
fective in Norina's lovely aria from "Don Pas- 
quale". The relatively unfamiliar aria from "Lodo- 
letta" is a welcome addition to the lists. The 
recording is quite good. 

DONIZETTI: Lucrezia Borgia — Di pescatore igno- 
bile & CATALANI: La Wally — M'hai salvato. 
Paolo Civil (tenor) & Maria Vinciguerra (sop- 
rano) (in Catalani only) & EIAR Orchestra con. 
ducted by Ugo Tansini, 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. CET-CC2322; price $3.25. 

The melodious aria from the Prologue of 
"Lucrezia Borgia" is available for the first time 
in many years. The singer is Paolo Civil, whose 
performances with the San Carlo Opera Compeny 
drew the praise of critics last spring. The opera 
is almost never given outside of Italy, because it 
requires a really great dramatic soprano for the 
title role. |t is therefore a pleasure to have this 
melodious excerpt. On the reverse side there is 
a recording of the duet from the last scene of 
Catalani's opera "La Wally," which seems to have 
received no little attention from European record- 
ing companies. The tenor is joined by Maria Vinci- 
guerra in this duet. Her name is omitted from 
the label. The spacious recording is excellent.

DUKAS: L'Apprenti Sorcier (The Sorcerer's Ap- 
prentice). Philadelphia Orchestra conducted by 
Eugene Ormandy. 12" record (2 sides), No.

A brillant recording of Dukas' “Sorcerer's 
Apprentice" is offered by the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra. Fast tempi permit the work to be included 
on a single record. Although this recording is 
very good, it does fall short of the extraordinary 
set on English Decca played by Enrique Jorda 
(in D-EDAI6, out of stock as we go to press):

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Maria Caniglia's dramatic soprano voice may 
be heard to advantage in these two arias from 
the pens of Giordano and Verdi. The soprano is 
in the complete recordings of each of these 
operas, but the present recordings are different 
performances from those in the complete sets. 
She is in good voice in both sides and has re- 
ceived exceptionally fine recording. Quantities are 
limited at present. 


GLAZUNOV (ALEXANDER) 


GLAZUNOV: Raymonda, Op. 57 — Ballet Suite. 
Boston "Pops" Orchestra conducted by Arthur 
Fiedler. Four 12" records (8 sides), in Set VM- 
11331; price complete with album $5.10. 


The first of Alexander Glazunov's three 
ballets dates from 1898. Marius Petipa created 
the dances, Alexander Benois was responsible for 
the decor. The first performance took place in 
St. Petersburg on Jan. 19, 1898. There were three 
acts and four scenes. The first U.S. performance 
took place in New York on March 12, 1946 with 
Alexandra Danilova in the title. role. The sections 
chosen for the recording are entitled: Introduc- 
tion; Opening Scene — In the Castle: Dance of 
the Pages and Young Girls; The Arrival of the 
Stranger; Entrence of Raymonda; Moonlight; Pro- 
lude and La Romanesca; Variations; Raymonda's 
Dream; Spanish Dance; Valse Fantastique; Grand 
Adagio; Variation Raymonda; Dance of the Arab 
Boys; Entrance of the Saracens; Love Triumphant 
and Weddinq Feast. 


Only a portion of the long ballet is presented 
in this set, but the sections recorded represent 
the best music in the score. None of this music 
is available at the present time. Mr. Fiedler has 
a genuine flair for music of this type and since 
he. has been accorded excellent recording, the 
set may be wholeheartedly recommended. 


HANDEL (GEORGE FREDERICK) 

HANDEL: Semele— Oh Sleep! why dost thou 
leave me? & Atalanta — Care selve. Ada Alsop 
(soprano in English) & Boyd Neel String Or- 
chestra conducted by Boyd Neel. 12" imported 
record (2 sides), No. D-K1163; price $2.10. 


Ada Alsop's lovely performance of two fam- 
Handel magnificently recorded. The 
"Semele" aria is sung in the Greatorex arrange- 
ment. Miss Alsop has a full, rich soprano voice 
which records most effectively The Decca FFRR 
recording is very clear. The accompanying or- 
chestra has likewise been well recorded.

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HANDEL: Concerto in B minor for Viola & Or- 
chestra (arr. Casadesus). William Primrose 
(viola) & Victor Orchestra conducted by Frieder 
Weissmann (5 sides) & KREISLER: Praeludium 
and Allegro in the Style of Pugnani. William 
Primrose (viola) & Franz Rupp (piano) (I side). 
Three 12" records in Set VM-I131}: price com- 
plete with album $4.05. 


William Primrose recorded this concerto some 
years ago (CMM-295) and, although the newer 
recording is better technically, the orchestral sup- 
port in the earlier recording is superior to the 
present performance. 


The origin of th work is obscure. Henry Casa- 
desus claims it is entirely Handel, but he has 
never revealed its source nor the original form. 
In any event, it is a melodious work which is 
Handelien if not Handel. 


The Kreisler composition on the final side is 
mislabelled. The "Praeludium and Allegro" are 
in style of Pugneni, not Paganini. 


The recording is very good. 


HANDEL: Organ Concertos No. 2 in B flat major, 
Op. 4, No. 2 (3 sides) & No. 4 in F major, 
Op. 4, No. 4 (3 sides). Dr. G. D. Cunningham 
(organ) & City of Birmingham Orchestra con- 
ducted by George Weldon. Three 12" imported 
records, Nos. C-DX1358/60; price $7.86. (Au- 
tomatic coupling: C-DX8272/4). 


Two of the most popular Organ Concertos of 
Handel are performed in these records by Dr. G. 
D. Cunningham. The Concerto No. 2 has been 
available in a performance by Dr. Bullock (on 
G-B2890/1) but the newer recording is infinitely 
superior from both the performance and recording 
points of view. The first movement of the Fourth 
Concerto has been available as played in a solo 
arrangement by Alfred Sittard (on PD-66554), 
but that record is also very old. These new and 
brilliant recordings should have wide appeal, for 
there are few recordings available of these mag- 
nificent concertos. 


HANDEL: Samson — Total eclipse & HAYDN: The 
Creation—No. 24, In native worth. Webster 
Booth (tenor) & Orchestra conducted by 
Stanford Robinson. 12" imported record (2 
sides), Nos. 6-C3571; price $2.00. 


Webster Booth sings two classical arias with 
great beauty of tone and musicianship. There is 
one other version of "Total eclipse" available, by 
Richard Crooks, but that version is easily sur- 
passed by the present disc. His "Creation" aria 
is a model of oratorio singing. The balance be- 
tween the soloist and the orchestra is very good. 
Quantities are limited- at the present time.

HOLST: The Perfect Fool — Ballet Music (3 sides) 
& WAGNER: Die Waulkiire — Ride of the Val- 
kyries (1 side). London Philharmonic Orchestra 
conducted by Sir Malcolm Sargent {in the 
Holst) & Victor De Sabata (in the Wagner). 
Two 12" imported records in Set D-EDA31; price 
complete with album $5.25.

The sections of the ballet music from Gustav 
Holst's opera "The Perfect Fool" which are re- 
corded in this set are entitled: Introduction and 
Dance of the Spirits of Earth; Dance of the Spirits 
cf Water; Dance of the Spirits of Fire. 


These pieces are stunningly set forth in this 
English Decca FFRR recording. The first section 
was recorded many years ago by Albert Coates, 
but that record has not been obtainable for several 
years. |t is brilliant, descriptive music, which 
is most attractive in this performance. 


Victor De Sabata's very vivid interpretation 
of the "Ride of the Valkyries" is contained on the 
last side of the set. Here again the recording 
is most effective.

Arthur Honegger's music for the Paul Claudel 
mystery play “Jeanne d’Arc au bücher" ("Joan 
of Arc at the Stake") had its premiere in con- 
cert form in Basle on May 12, 1938 with Paul 
Sacher conducting and Ida Rubinstein in the title 
role. lt is a long, but exciting work which has 
been recorded by several soloists, including Marthe 
Dugard, Frédéric Anspach, René Piloy, Georges 
Genicot, Raymond Gerome, Madelaine Joris, Mar- 
guérite Thiernesse, Anne-Marie Ferriére and Ria 
Lenssens. The recording i$ stupendous. There is a 
very live quality about the performance, for there 
is plenty of room resonance, but the words are 
easily distinquishable. It is unfortunate that the 
text is not included, however. There is to be a 
performance of this huge score in New York this 
fall. The performance will have to be very good to 
surpass this fine recording. This set was recorded 
during the war.

It was introduced to 
American audiences by the conductor of the pres- 
ent recording at a concert of the Boston Sym- 
phony on December 27, 1946. lt is a majestic 
score which has received excellent recording.

This charming disc by Irene Joachim is dis- 
tinguished not only by the beauty of the singing, 
but because it brings "Dans un bois solitaire", 
one of the few ariettes which Mozart wrote to a 
French text, to the lists again. The recording is 
excellent: with a good balance between the 
soloist and the piano. No other recordings of 
these songs are available at present. 


MOZART: Rondo in E flat major, K. 371, for 
Horn & Orchestra & RAVEL: Pavene pour une 
Infante défunte. William Valkenier (horn) & 
Reginald Boardman (piano). 12" record (2 
sides), No. NIGHT MUSIC-101/2: price $2.10. 


The Rondo in E flat major, K. 371, was com- 
posed on March 21, 1781 while Mozart wes still 
in the service of the Archbishop in Salzburg. It 
survives in the form of a sketch, which is, how- 
ever, complete. There are also fragments of a 
first movement to go with it. The work is full of 
spontaneity and freshness. Mr. Valkenier gives a 
very enjoyable performance of this composition. 
A piano accompaniment is employed. On the re- 
verse side there is a performance of a transcrip- 
tion of the familiar Ravel "Pavane for a Dead 
Princess." 


The vinylite pressing is of very fine quality on 
the Mozart side. The recording of the Ravel 
leaves much to be desired.

Mafalda Favero sings Zerlina's lovely aria 
"Vedrai carino" in a very delightful manner, and 
she has received excellent recording. There is a 
performance by Elda Ribetti on the reverse side. 
Her voice is white and somewhat colorless and 
she has trouble with pitch. The Mozart selection 
is attractive enough to compensate for the reverse 
side. Quantities are limited at the’ present time.

There used to be a recording of this con- 
certo by Elly Ney, but that set has been with- 
drawn for several years. Now we have a magnifi- 
cent new recording and performance by that Mo- 
zart specialist, Kathleen Long, who is particularly 
well suited for this concerto. The recording was 
made in Kingsway Hall, London, so there is plenty 
of brilliance in the hall. Mr. Neel leads the or- 
chesträ in a very musicianly performance. It might 
be added that Miss Long uses the Mozart ca- 
denzas throughout.

There is little available for this 
unusual combination of instruments, so there should 
be quite a widespread demand for a work by 
one of the foremost contemporary French com- 
posers. The pressings are on vinylite.

Sergei Prokofiev has written several ballets, 
but none has been more popular in the Soviet 
Union than "Romeo and Juliet." Although the 
music for the Second Suite dates from 1937, the 
ballet was not produced in Russia until 1940, It 
was an unqualified success and has become a 
standard item in Russian ballet repertory. An 
earlier recording of the complete suite made by 
the composer and the Moscow State Philharmonic 
was released some time ago (Compass-CIOI and 
Disc-754) but that recording cannot compare with 
this new version. Dr. Koussevitzky plays four sec- 
tions, No. I, Montagues and Capulets; No. 2, 
Juliet, the Maiden; No. 4, Dance; No. 7, Romec 
and Juliet's Grave. The super-brilliant recording 
contains the best music from the long score.

Minuet, The Fencing Master; Entrance and Dance 

of the Tailors; Minuet of Lully; Courante; Entrance 

of Cléonte; Intermezzo (Count and Marquise); 

Dinner Music and Dance of the Kitchen Maids. 

The music was first used in the Hofmannstahl 
adaptation which was produced in 1912. The score 
was dedicated to Max Reinhardt who had pro- 
duced the play. The music is more than slightly 
reminiscent of the score of "Der Rosenkavalier." 

It is completely delightful, especially in the hands 

of the noted Strauss authority, Fritz Reiner. The
